Claims 19-49 are pending. The Applicants thank Examiner Davis for the courteous 
and helpful discussion of June 9, 2005, in which the double patenting issues were reviewed. 
The Applicants pointed out that the present claims differ in scope from those allowed in the 
parent application and requested that the statutory double patenting rejection be withdrawn. 
It was suggested that the Applicants file a terminal disclaimer over this patent, U.S. Patent 
No. 6,664,293, to avoid the imposition of an obviousness-type double patenting rejection.

The Applicants thank Examiner Davis for acknowledging their information disclosure 
statements, including Crooks et al. (1974) which while inadvertently omitted in the parent 
application, was previously submitted in the grandparent application. 



Restriction/Election 

The Applicants thank Examiner Davis for withdrawing the Restriction Requirement 
and examining all the claims. 

Statutory Double Patenting 
Claims 19-49 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being identical to Claims 1-13 of 
U.S. Patent 6,664,293 which issued from this application's parent. The Applicants request 
that this rejection be withdrawn, since the scope of the present claims differs from the scope 
of the claims allowed in the parent application. A statutory double patenting rejection 
requires that the rejected claims be identical to those previously patented. Independent 
Claims 19, 27, 37, 39, 43 and 48 differ in scope from the corresponding claims allowed in the 
parent application as indicated the subsequent paragraphs.

Pending Claim 19 corresponds to Claims 1 and 27 issued in the prior patent. 
However, issued Claims 1 and 27 refer to solvates or enclosure compounds, whereas Claim 
19 does not refer to solvates or enclosures compounds. 

Pending Claim 37 tracks Claim 3 issued in the prior patent. However, Claim 37 is an 
independent claim, while issued Claim 3 depends from and includes all the limitations of 
Claim 1 from which it depends. As discussed above, Claim 1 is directed to the compound, 
solvates or enclosure compounds. Similarly, Claim 39 is specifically directed to a solvate, 
whereas Claims 1 and 3 issued in the parent application differ in scope, because they are not 
specifically limited to solvates. 

Method Claim 43 is directed to use of a specific compounds, whereas the 
corresponding method Claim 8 allowed in the parent encompasses the use of a genus of 
compounds. The process of making Claim 48 does not recite "or a solvate or enclosure 
compound", while allowed Claim 13 of the parent application does, see col. 14, lines 2-3. 

Due to the differences in the scope of the previously allowed claims and the pending 
claims, the Applicants respectfully request that this statutory double patenting rejection be 
withdrawn. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

As suggested by the Examiner, the Applicants submit herewith a terminal disclaimer 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,664,293.
